LOOKING AHEAD. 


It is a little early yet to be nomina- 


ting candidates for 1.880,but the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Globe-Dem- 
nerrt is at it. 
Wo muko-the following 


extracts from his very readable letter 
of tho 19th; 


It in very unusual to find such unan- 


imity amon'g men of any party, respect- 
ing any political subject, as there is at 
present among the republicans concern- 
ing the next presidency. 
Undoubtedly 


it is a little early in the season to talk 
of the succession; perhaps it would be 
well U> bo a little more nearly "off" 
with the "old love" before they arc on 
with the now JJut, then, tho "old love" 
in this case is a bad case of inuompati- 
bility. 
Dissatisfaction with the present 


is the most lively incentive to contem- 
plation of the future; and it cannot bo 
denied that there is a very keen sense 
of dissatisfaction 
and disappointment 


with the present in the minds of those 
who helped to make it. Henee the 
general disposition to look ahead and to 
extract from the future what little corn- 
fore it can be made to pay out in ad- 
vance. 


Now, the point upon which all repub- 


licans seem to bo agreed at present is, 
that (Jefi. Grant is the man of all oth- 
ers through whom to frustrate the ris- 
ing hopes 6f the- democracy in 1880. T 
have dwelt somewhat upon tho absurdi- 
ty of the cry, "Principles, not men," be- 
cause tho present executive illustrates 
its worst application, in leaving IIH with 
only a small amount of man and no 
principles, while (jrant is a splendid il- 
lustration of its utter negation, being a 
man who is a tower uf strength in him 
self, stronger than any platform, t|wl 
gicater than any party. In saying this 
it does not follow that the man who says 
it indorses Gen. (Jrant's former adminis- 
tration as the best that this nation lias 
a light to expect. 
Urant was not a 


model president, by any means, 
Tn the 


early days of the party, when the or- 
ganization was stronger than any man 
he would not, in the light of his twi: 
terms, have been the choice of any con- 
siderable portion of the people or the 
leaders. But circumstances over which 
tho party, us an organization, had m 
eontrol, have rendered it necessary ti 
forget much of the past eight years, ti 
bear with patience the coming three 
and to see what win bo done at tho cm 
of that time, not so much to retain the 
republican organisation as lo keep (lit 
democratic organization otit of power 
The universal feeling in that (irant it 
the man to do this thing, and hence th( 
universal favor with which his name i' 
received. 


The tendency of events in this coun- 


try is, and for some time has been, to 
exalt the iiuui above tho platform—or 
rather, to demand for president, a mm 
who is stronger than his party. This 
was illustrated in the railroad riots 
Mr Hayes wrote a proclamation tolling 
tho rioters to disperse; tho rioters paii 
no attention to it, and it had to be en- 
forced with bayonets. Orant in tin 
same place would have written a proe 
tarnation, and the rioters 
would have 


dispersed without waiting for the army 
—and why? Because the name of IF 
S, (iraiit signed to a public document 
has what George Eliot calls a "certain 
dynamic force" which is more easily un- 
derstood than explained, but which, at 
any rate, conveys the vague idea whicli 
is resolved in American parlance into 
the word "buainess." 
Tho dullest ami 


most obstinate of the lioters would hav.c 
reasoned from the signature to the guns 
in the case of Urant, but in the oasd'ol 
Hayes they waited for the actual dem- 
onstration to be present to their physi- 
cal senses. 
T think this a correct in- 


terpretation of what was the genera 
feeling at tho time of the occurrenees 
to which T allude. 
And this thing in 


the same connection' Government 'in 
this country must soon become more ol 
u fact and less of a fantasy than it has 
been 
As the 
lawless spirit, which IB 


one of tho inevitable outgrowths of the
